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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

The  school  board  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report.  The  report  includes  the  treasurer's  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1952  to  June  30,  1953  with 
a  statement  of  expenditures ;  budgets  and  estimated 
receipts  for  the  present  school  year  and  for  next 
year ;  and  a  written  report  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools. 

The  budget  for  this  next  year  is  more  than  that 
of  this  present  year  for  several  reasons.  The  num- 
ber of  tuition  pupils  who  will  attend  Whitefield 
school  is  greater  by  14  this  next  year.  As  a  result 
of  this  increase  in  numbers  additional  transporta- 
tion facilities  must  be  provided.  Toilet  facilities 
for  boys  in  the  school  building  must  be  improved 
and  increased,  and  teachers'  salaries  are  increasing 
in  all  areas.  During  the  past  two  years  Dalton  has 
received  some  $7,800.00  in  the  form  of  State  Aid. 
This  coming  year  the  school  board  has  been  notified 
that  Dalton  will  receive  $7,356.00  in  aid. 

We,  therefore,  request  an  appropriation  of 
$31,094.40  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  year 
1954-1955.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  an- 
nual report  relative  to  your  schools. 

This  past  year  brought  no  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing staff  in  your  school. 

The  enrollment  this  year  in  the  six  grades  is  83 
compared  with  a  total  of  76  last  year.  The  last  re- 
port received  from  the  Whitefield  School  showed  18 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  elementary  grades  and  34 
pupils  registered  in  the  senior  high  school. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  for  this  past 
year  shows  that  74  pupils  were  examined  for  vision, 
teeth,  height  and  weight.  The  following  defects 
were  found  and  reported  to  parents:  Vision  10, 
orthopedic  2,  scalp  1  and  tonsils  13.  All  children 
were  reported  to  have  been  successfully  vaccinated 
or  excused  by  their  physician.     Two  toxoid  clinics 
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and  one  chest  X-ray  clinic  were  held  during  the  year. 

Classes  have  been  provided  with  adequate 
teaching  materials  and  aids  to  insure  the  proper 
training.  Tests  of  mental  maturity  are  adminis- 
tered annually  to  pupils  in  Grades  one,  three  and 
five.  All  pupils  are  administered  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  in  basic  skills  each  year  to  deter- 
mine their  progress. 

This  year,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Dal- 
ton  Community  Club  a  new  large  storage  tank  for 
water  has  been  constructed  in  the  basement  and  the 
primary  room  has  been  redecorated.  Both  of  these 
projects  have  added  much  to  the  building. 

The  school  board  is  very  anxious  to  improve  the 
toilet  facilities  for  boys  in  the  building  this  coming 
year.    We  all  recognize  the  need  for  this  project. 

This  past  year  the  window  casings  in  the  prim- 
ary room  were  repaired  and  windows  were  made  to 
fit  better  to  keep  out  the  cold  air.  New  window 
shades  were  provided  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade 
room. 

Your  teachers  take  an  active  part  in  the  Su- 
pervisory Union  Teachers  Association  and  are  all 
members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Education  Asso- 
ciation. Several  have  participated  in  extension 
courses  this  year  and  one  attended  summer  school 
this  past  summer. 

The  budget,  which  is  of  interest  to  all  of  us,  is 
of  necessity  higher  this  year  than  that  of  last  year. 
The  number  of  children  attending  Whitefield  High 
School  will  increase  which  will  cause  an  increase  in 
tuition  payments.  The  present  school  bus  will  prob- 
ably not  accommodate  all  pupils  and  additional 
means  of  transportation  may  be  needed.  State  aid 
this  coming  year  will  be  less  than  that  of  the  past 
two  years.  Teachers'  salaries  must  be  raised.  All 
of  these  items  contribute  to  the  increased  costs  of 
education. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  the  citizens  of  Dalton,  the  school  board 
and  teachers  for  their  continued  cooperation.
